The deadline for compliance with the provisions of the 
Amendment of the Freedom of Information Act passed November 19, 
1974, is February 19, 1975. 


As stated in the Conference Report to accompany H 


12471, 


"The House bill added language to the present Freedom of 
Information law to require the publication and 
distribution (by sale or otherwise) of aqency indexes 
identifying information for the public as to any matter 
issued, adopted, or promulgated after July 4, 1967, 
which is required by 5 U.S.C. Sec. 552(a)(2) to be made 
available or published. ‘This includes final opinions, 
orders, agency statements of policy and interpretations 
not published in the *Pederal Register’, and 
administrative staff manuals and agency staff 
instructions that affect the public unless they are 
otherwise published and copies offered for sale to the 
public, Such published indexes would be required for 
the July, 4, 1967, period to date." |

The correspondence control system currently in use within 
the Department of Health Education and Welfare demonstrates the 
capability of the services described above. Once the computer 
copy is generated or a camera ready copy of the index or 
documents is provided, Hilmark united Corporation will prepare 
the HUC - microform and microfiche copies for distribution to the 
1100 depository libraries and will provide ten copies of the HuUC- 
microforms to the Department or Agency for distribution or use. 
The microfiche copies will be offered to the libraries and to the 
public at prices equal. to those charged by the National Technical 
Information Service of the Department of Commerce. The total 
cost of this service is $1.00 per page with a minimum volume of 
1,500 pages per distribution, 


A comparison of this offer with the cost of printing and 
distributing the Congressional Record provides a basis for 
evaluating the value represented by this offer, In the 
Appropriations Hearings for 19750 Mr McCormick, the Public 
Printer, testified that for 1975, it will cost $278.00 per page 
"which includes the cost of the Daily Record, the printing of the 
biweekly index and the cost of the Bound Record." This does not 
include the $265.00 per year for postage. For a comparable 
volume, the extrapolation of the offer of a $7.00 per page would 
be. less than $50.00 per page including postage, as compared with 
$278.00 plus $265.00 for postage for the distribution of the 
Congressional Record, .- 


If the index is available by February 1, 1975, in camera 
ready copy, or on computer tape, or stored in the time share 
computer of On-Line Systems, Inc., the the HUC =~ microforms of 
the indexes can be in the mail to the depository libraries by the 
deadline of February 19, 1975,
